SCHOOL REPORT. 


Thirty-four weeks in the year seem to the board of Educa- 
tion to be about the right amount of schooling for our town, and 
we have had that amount the past year, and but for sickness in 
No. 2, should have had everything closed up at the annual settle- 
ment on February 15. We were obliged to close No. 2 for two 
weeks on account of measles, thirty-eight scholars out of forty-six 
being out when.closed. ‘The attention of the voters was called 
last year to the shabby condition of No. 2 and No. 3. school 
houses, the complaint being on account of the seats being old and 
uncomfortable. ‘They have been replaced by new ones, which we 
believe to be the best in the inarket. ‘leachers and scholars are 
very much pleased with them, and no doubt the scholars will have 
pride enough to keep them neat and clean. And we would re- 
commend that the work be continued by placing new seats in No. 
t and No.5. In No. 5 one-third of the children sit on those 
plank seats, and their feet do not touch the floor, which we al} 
know is very uncomfortable. 

. We believe we have as good teachers as can be procured for 
our school, all things considered, and that they have done good 
work, and the scholars as a whole have shown an interest and im- 
provement in nearly every branch taught. 

We are pleased to see the interest manifested by the children 
in music during the past year. ‘This is shown in No. 2 and No. 7, 
where the teachers have, with the assistance of scholars and friends, 
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purchased nice parlor organs and presented them to the district 
for the use of those schools. It is said “‘ music has charms,” and 
we believe that in some cases the hearts of some children have 
been reached, and their good will secured, which it would have 


been hard to do otherwise, Keepon the good work, until we hear 


singing in every school every day. 

The teacher in No. 3 deserves credit for having secured 
valuable books for the use of that school. 

More interest has been shown by the parents the past year, it 
seems to us, than ever before. Teachers’ reports show that over 
four hundred and fifty visits have been made to the schools during 
the year, No. 7 showing the largest number. 

This response to the request last year that parents should 
visit the schools more, and thus show their interest in their child- 
ren and the cause of education is very pleasant to us and teachers, 
and we hope there will be alarger number to report another year.
